Prof. Holmes’ Address Before the,

Good Roads Convention,

NEW ERA IN THE SOUTH.

Bad Roads Have Retarded Our De-
welopment Along Every Line--Mud
and Sand Tax.

—_———

The following is the address of Prof.
J. A. Holmes, State Geologist ef North
Carolina, before the Good Roads Con-
vention in Columbia during fair week.
Hesaid:

Mr. President and Gentlemen:

Our meeting is an evidence of the
foot which we have come to recognize,
that tha publis road problem is the
foremost of the economie problems

which, in this part of our country, we
are called upon to solve at the present

subject is one of the phases in the de-
velopment of the new era in theold
South. During the past quarter of s
century we have seenin all theSouthern
States the gradual development of this
new era, eapecialg' in connection with
the growth of diversitied industries,
such as the trucking industry along our
gulf and South Atlantic seaboard, the
springing up of various manufacturing
enterprises throughout our hill country,
the growth of our mining industries,
the development of our systems of
transportatton, both by railroad and by
water.

We note but one exception to ourin-
crease in prosperity along va-ious lines,
and that is in connection with the agri-
cultural interests of the couatry, and
while in some respects these interests
have pushed ahead, in other respects
they have gone back. Itwill be out of
place here to enter into a discussion as
to all of the causes of this agricultural
depression about which we hear so
much, but undoubtedly one of the
greatest causes is the condition ef our
pablic roads,

These bad roads have retarded devel-
opment along every line. They have
interfered with our schools and with
our churches, and with the pleas-
ures and comforts of our peo-
ﬂin‘ in msny other ways, Their

bting influence bears heavily on all,

but esvecially on the farming classes.
But what is of more vital im-
ce is the fact that these

roads constitute an enormous

mud and sand tax of not less than
$5 per capita per annum on every man,
woman aud child living in the South-
ern States. In South Carolins alone
this terrible burden amounts to notless
than 35,000,000 annnally. No wonder
that our people s er under such a
burden, which they do not seem either
to realize or to understand. -
. ‘This means that it costs the people of
South Carolina every year $3,000,000
more to do the hauling and the travel-
ing which they now do on the public
roads, than it would cost to do the same

amount of hauling and traveling il
there existed in thl:ghu good maafim
roads instead of the present poor dirt
roads. Every tax levied is supposed tc
benefit the people who levy it and the
money thus paid by the people as the
tax soon comes back into eirculation

000,000 mud tax, whi
of the will of the people by
inexorable law of nature and the
conditions of trade, is a complete loss,
as it benefits no one. It is simply an
<enormous yearly drain upon the ener-
gies, resources and money of our peo-
ple, which is assenseless and uselessas

Our people complain that they are al-
ready too poorto build costly macadam
roads. The truth is we are too poor to
do without them, and so long as our
bad roads continue we may expect to be

This public road problem is of too
vital importanoe to be left longer in the
und. Wa must give it the re-
cognition which it deman We have
been asleep long enough. We are not
a wealthy people, nor have we a dense
population, but we must accapt the
sitnation as it is and make the best

of it

Friends of good roads must organize
and carry this campaign of education
into overy bousehold. The Good Roads

e and the wheelmen must enlist
in this work the farmers, the poli-
ticians and the bankers, the preachers
and the dootors, the women =s well as
the men, colored citizens as well as the
white.

‘The State must do its rart We
ought to have in every Southern State
aroad commission to officially aid in
organizing and directing the work of
road improvement. The State should
provide for the training of road
engineers at all of its institutions for
“higher education. It should make an
appropriation which could be used to
supplement the moneys raised by
counties and townships for permanent
road work and thus encourage this sort
of work. It should use its convicts for
thp crushing of stone at certain central
points, from which stone could be
shipped to the varions counties.

The counties must do their part. They
must be the unit of action, provide
funds for pushing forward the work on
s bnsiness-like basis. They should
purchase full outfits of road machinery;
they should use all their own conricts
sentecced for periods lessthan 10 years,
and hire labor when necessary to sup-
plement the convict force. The people
living along the lines of rosd to be im-
proved should give the right of way for
new roads; they shonld give the stone
from their farms for macsdamizing pur-
poses and should co-operate in every
possible way with county and State au-
thorities.

Firstof all, before bezinning ihe per-
manent improvement of any piece of
road it should be carefully surveyed by
s competent enzineer and its location
should be charged whenever by so do-
ing a better road can be provided.

Nowhere except in monutain regions
should there be allowed on our promi-
geat public roads a grade steeper than

While some arrangement must of
course be made for keeping in repair the
unimproved rozds from year to yesr,
yet the work of the county should be
concentrated as far as possible on
permanent improvement, and the sya-
tem of beginning this permanent work
at the county seat and extending it as
rapidly as possible outward into the
county by degrees on the more im-
portant public roads is undoubtedly
the system which accomplishes the
grenl'iut good for the greatest number of
people.

We must regard road building =s a
business. It demanda inte ligeut super-
vision as much as railroad building, or
cotton manufacturing, or any other sort
of business. We must select for the po-
gition of road supervisors the most com-
petent men to be found, regardless of
their politics or other considerations,
and whenever we can find & better man
for the place we should feel duty bound
to make the change. The friends of
pood roads must in time stand by the
supervisor and aid him in his work.
We must not make the mistake of
wasting the little money which

can

and hence we need constantly the best

engineers and the best road builders

which can be employed.

A CIRCULAR
Rezarding the Making of Returns by
the Merchauts of the State.
Comptroller General Epton has un-
dertaken toapply the provisions ofalaw
on the statute books, which has been
there for a number of years, but has
never yet been enforced. It isin regard
to the returns of merchants of their

property for taxation. If theact's pro-
visions are thoroughly enforced
tkroughout the State theresults will be
rather far-reaching.

Mr. Epton says he is not after in-
stiluting radical reforms iu the tax de-
partment; in fact, he does not entirely
approve of this section, butsays that
inasmuch as he finds the act on the
statute books, it is his daty to enforce
its provisions so far as he 1s able. He
is of the opinion that its enforcement
will relieve many merchants from herd-
ships they now bear.

_Here is his circular to the county au-
ditors:

DEAR Sir :-- Your attention 1s direct-
ed to the requirements of section 220
of the rev statutes 1893. In order
that the provisions of this section may
be complied with, yon are requested to
at once send to this oflice the number
of merchants in your oount?'. ‘When
returns for this purpose will be fur-
nished you

This department will insist that all
merchants comply with the require-
mentsof this section.

You will take the necessary steps to
put this form for return in the hands
of every merchantin }l'our county at the
earliest day practicable.

ion 229 (177. person who
shall at any place in this ’Stah, be en-
ed in the business of buying and
selling personal property consigned to
him from any place out of the State, or
property not the product of this State,
con to him from any place within
the State, shall be held to bea mer-
chant, and, at the same time he is re-
quired to list his other personal prop-
erty, shall deliver to the anditor of the
county in which his basiness is situated
a statement nnder his oath of the aver-
age monthly value of his personal
property, moneys and credits pertain-
ing to his mercantile business, to as-
nertein which he shall set down the
value on handon the 1st day of Janu-
ary of the preceding year, or other time
of commencing business dnring the
year, add theretoall purchases, when
made, at cost and the remainder shall be
theaverage on hand for that month; and
1n like manner ascertain the average val-
ue for each month, down to the 1st day
of January of the year in which the re-
turn is to be made, add together such
month valnes, divide the ag-
gn?:: by the number of months he
has been in business during the pre-
ceding year, as aforesaid, and to the
quotient add the moneys and credits on
hand the first day of January in the
year in which the return is made, and
the produot of this last addition shall
be the sum upon which he shall pay
taxes for the year in which the return
is madz: Provided, That when busi-
ness is opened after the 1st day of Jan-
uary of the preceding yecar and closed
before the 1stday of January of the
year in which the return is made, the
parties opening and closing such busi-
ness shall make returns on merchan-
dise—the time of opening and closing
such i ing the times used az
the basis of the return as established in
this section.

‘L'he new comptroller has also discov-
eredat rhical error in the print-
ed copy of the assessment act. The copy
made it appear that the time for taking
returns expires on Feb 12. The
error has been corrected in the follow-
inf)circnlu sent to the auditors:

If the State board, when
eonvinced that the authorities of any
town are not enforcing the law, sees
fit to exercise its power and then re-
qaests him to appoint the covstables to
look after the State’s interests, he will
then exercise his perogative. THis, the
Governor said, was the status of the
whole matter. '

The approaching session of the legis-
lature promises to be a long one. o
great bone of contention will, of course
be the dispensary law, but besides that
educationsal matters, taxation and the
phosphate situation will come in fora
large shars of argument.

PALMETTO STATE CULLINGS.

Charleston Forging to the Front—
State S. S. Assoclation to Send Out
a Fleld Secretary.

Preparations are being rapidly made
for the holding of the convention of the
cotton growers of the Sonthern States
in Atlanta on Deo. 18. This convention
has been called by those in charge of
the recent convention held in Columbis
in consequence of the action taken at
that time. Prezident Wilborn, of the
State Farmers’ Alliance, who was pres-
ident of the State convention, is confi-
dent that the gathering in Atlanta will
be & most representative one.

The following has been issued by Mr.
Wilborn:

By direction of the South Carolina
Cotton Growers’ convention, which as-
gembled in Columbia Nov. 10, 1897, I
hereby call upon every cotton grower
and each person interested in produc-

ing cotton to assemble at their respec-
tive county courthouses on the first

Monday of December for the purpose of i

eftecting a permanent organization to

join in with the other Southern States |

in taking such action as will enable the
cotton grewers to in some way better
control the production and sale of the
cotton crop of the South and in some
measure obtain the full market value of
this great staple crop.

The coming convention will doubtless
attract widespread attention bothin the
North and the South and the result of
its deliberations will be awaited with
no little concern, particularly by those
who manipulate the price of cotton.
